While we believe In protecting the 
home merchants against Itinerant 
dealers, we feel that the Imposition of 

a license, on tbe home merchant in or 

der to keep the foreigner out, often 
works a hardship on both the consum- 
er and the merchant, and if a license 
will keep the itinerant awav. his busi- 
ness cyuld not bavelieen considerable. 
The home man is often a liberal tax 
payer and it is certainly not equitable 
to put bin on an equal footing with 
the traveling nnn. Yet Federal In- 
terferener fsvwsthis when action Is 
taken against the Itinerant, but we 
are not compelled to take action if a 
hardship follows.' 

Again, the law permits a licence on 
a'l occupations and it is certainly r.ot 
equitable to select one ocriipalioii and 
place a license on it alone, thus (lis 
criminating against that occupation 
and ignoring the ti.xed rule of equality 
and uniformity in taxation. 

There are many who concur with 
us in this opinion.. Yet, if the courts 
adjudge the license of IM, on mereb 
ant tailoring, ralld, we will pay It, 
for we want our share of tbe trade.

Death of Judge Sandifer. 

After an illness of several months, 
Judge Sandifer died at the home of 
his son-in law. Prof. H. K. Taylor, at 
Beechniont, near Lcaiisvilie, Friday. 
He was in his eiglity seveiitli year and 
hud been in failing health for some 
time. The funeral services were held 
in Danville Sunday, tbe Interment 
taking place at the Danville cemetery. 
Judge Sandifer was well known to oar 
older citizens, having resided In Lan- 
caster many years ago. He held the 
office of county judge and was one of 
Garrard's most use.'^ul men. For many 
years he traveled for a w holesale house, 
and we have often lie.iid him tell in- 
teresting experiences he had while 
'"on the road" in his wagon, there Ije- 
ing few railroads at that time. Judge 
Sandifer wasss pure, as noble and as 
iKjiiorable Christian gentleman as 
Kentucky ever produced, and bis 
many noble traits won for him a home 
in "th.it Temple not made by hands, 
eternal in the Heavens He is sur- 
vived by eleven children, four of 
whom were at his bedside when the 
end came. The children areas follows: 
Henry t; Sandifer, cashier of the Boyle 
National Bank: Charles Sandifer, of 
(ieorgetown: Jos P Sandifer, of Cov- 
ington; George C , C I), and Cash San- 
difer, Mrs H. K. Taylor and Mrs. Mar- 
mad uke Buwden, of Louisville; Mrs. 
Marshall Hill, Mrs Oabbert, of St. 
Jo.seph, Mo., and Mrs. Batee, of Den- 
ver, Col. A reunion of Judge Sandifer's 
cliildren was held abfiut five years ago. 
at which all of tlieiii were present. 

The Danville Advocate says: — He 
was in his eighty-eighth year, and for 
the past eight years had been making 
his home with his daughter, near 
Louisville. 'J lie funeral services were 
conducted by Dr K H Pearceand Ryan 
Commandery, Knights Templar, of 
whidi, at the time of hisdeath. Judge 
.Sandifer was the oldest member, and 
took place yesterday mornuig at 10:30 
at the Centenary Metbodlat charcb, 
and the Interment was made In Belle- 
vue cemetery, Dr J M Worrall oflOciat- 
ing at the grave. Judge Sandifer was 
born March 18, 1818. He united with 
the Methodist church at Danville in 
1S40. In August, 184."). he married 
Miss Mary J (ireene.iiiid to them were 
born eleven children, ten of whom 
survive, with twenty-three grand 
children. He was for twelve years 
Judge of the county court of Garrard, 
and declined to stand for re-election 
although earnestly Importuned by 
r riends to do sa He was a man of pow 
erful physical consUtution, never be- 
ing ill for a single day during a period 
of twenty seven years, while undergo 
ing all the exposure of a commercial 
traveler, which occupation lie followed 
until he was seventy seven years of 
age. He never let anything interfere 
with his religious duties. He was a 
great reader, and especially of the Bi- 
ble. 

Tbe old testament luid been read 
through, >MOordlng to Bwrks on his bi- 
ble, six times; tbe new testament 244 

times, and live times in January, 1905, 
and one time between January 2.jth 
and January 2!>th. He was made a 
Mason in Morrison Lodge, Danville, 
in lr;4(), and was Past Master and Past 
High Priest. He was created a Knight 
Templar in Ryan Commandery Nov- 
ember 17, 1890, In Danville. He wasa 
man of stainless integrity; sympa- 
thetic to serve and help the needy, 
thoughtful and faithful to his obliga- 
tions, ever devoted to the highest and 
best welfare of his family and the 
good of bis fellowmen. Probably no 
man as a Christian in sixty years of 
fellowship in Boyle county held and 
served higher standards of duty and 
good w ill to those about him. His end 
was in great resignation, peace and 
triumph, his last words by notable co- 
incidence being those of the late Bish 
op Phillips Brooks, uf Boston— "I 
want to go home." Judge Sandifer 
was tenderly and lovingly ravered by 
bis family, and no man had more de- 
voted and faithful friends In every 
walk of life. A noble life Is ended, yet 
not ended here lielow, for In the iiiflu- 
ence of his life for righteousness, "be- 
ing dead yet spMketh."
